There  really  exists  a  vast  world  underneath  New  York  City,  going  down  a  number  of  lev¬ 
els  to  reveal  both  historical  wonders  and  unearthly  horrors.  The  “Mole  People”  inhabit 
upper  parts  of  the  steam  tunnels.  There  are  a  number  of  excellent  books  documenting 
what’s  down  there.  Try  Googling  “underneath  New  York  City”  or  “underground  New 
York  City”  and  you’ll  find  great  and  amazing  information.  For  fun,  also  Google  “albino 
alligators  New  York  City  sewers.” 


A  New  York  landmark,  Trinity  Church  was  chartered  in  1697,  built  in  1698,  burned  and 
was  rebuilt  ini 798,  tom  down  by  1839,  rebuilt  in  1846  and  remains  the  oldest  building  in 
continuous  use  in  New  York  City.  Its  cemetery  includes  the  grave  of  Alexander  Hamilton, 
a  Founding  Father  of  The  United  States,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  under  George 
Washington,  and  a  prominent  newspaper  publisher/founder  of  The  New  York  Post.
